BOSTON 18 STILL ALARMED, 


Fears of a Typhoid-Fever Epidemic Not 


Yet Quleted. 

Bosrox, Mass., Sept. 21.—[Special. |The 
fears relative to a typhoid-fever epidemic 
here have not been wholly quieted yet. 
Twenty-seven new cases were reported 
today at the Board of Health. This caused 
great alarm when it became generally 
known. There have been considerably over 
100 cases during the last two weeks. The 
city physicians, however, persist that there 
are no grounds for alarm. They say that 
the total cases ran higher last year without a 
general epidemic. As many of the cases are 
reported from the city hospital they are in- 
clined to think that they are really suburban 
people who in some way have gained admis- 
sion there. The Board of Health has inves- 
tigated the worst cases and finds bad sewer- 
age and poisonous water the chief causes of 
disease.

New York, Sept. 21.—[{Special.|—The fact 
leaked out at the recent meeting of the 
Typothetz Society in this city that the pro- 
posed copyright law is having a marked 

on the publication of English reprints 
in this country. It is understood that the 
publishers of this literature are 
printing as few books as they can consistent 
with the demands of the trade. One of the 
largest publishers of editions said 
this morn that the law was awaiting the 
action of Congress, and that there was a 
chance of its being passed during the present 
session. In the meantime concessions have 
been made to the British authors in the pay- 
ment of royalties. It is expected by the pub- 
lishers l that the copyright law will 
meet with little opposition. For the present 
a great many publishers are waiting with 
fear and trembling, as the new order of 
things will work a decided revolution in 
their business and cut a big slice out of their 


profits.

THE FREE WHISKY MILIS BILL. 

Many correspondents write asking THE 
Triscns ifthe Mills bill actually is a free 
whisky measure, and it so how! It is, but 
not directly and inso many words. It seeks 
to make whisky free, but it tries to do it ina 
sneaking, indirect, underhanded way. Un- 
like the Prohibitionists, who come out openly 
and fanatically for the repeal of all liquor 
taxes and the turning of the rum nend loose 
so that they may have a fair and square fight 
‘with the “alconolic demon,” the Mili bill 
and its Democratic supporters, of whom 
President Cleveland is not the least ardent, 
wish to do tne same thing by indirection but 
none the less effectually. The Democrats do 
for love of the “demon” what the third 
party does for hate, but they are traveling 
to a common goal. 

This is the sneaking way in which the 
Mulls vill, were it the law, would make whisky 
free and revenue frauds easy and safe: 

(1) It provides that all distilteries mashing

giv@ a smaller yield of alcohol to the bushei,

tilleries now in operation. Thousands of 
others would spring up all over the South, 
and in the North, too, and it would not be 
long before the experience of 1875 would be 
repeated and spirits would be selling for half 
or athird of the Government tax. Then but 
two courses would be open to the large dis- 
tillers—to go out of the business or take to 
cheating like the smail stills, Some would 
go one way, some the other. Between them 
the Government revenues from spirits, now 
$80,000,000 yearly, would be cut down to $20,- 
000,000 or less, and even that would soon dis- 
appear. The 8,000,000 gallons of moonshine 
whisky now made at the South, in spite of 
the present rigid law, do not have much ap- 
parent effect on the internal revenue re- 
ceipts, but multiply that 8,000,000 by 100 and 
the effect would soon be visible. | 

(3) After removing all supervision of the 
small stills the Mills bili takes its next step 
toward its free whisky goal by rendering 
successful prosecution for frauds difficuit or 
impossivle. It provides that no warrant shall 
be issued for the arrest of any illicit distill 
upon an affidavit making charges upon 
formathon and belief,“ unless made by a Uol- 
lector or Deputy Collector of Internal 
Revenue or a Revenue Agent. The com- 
plaints of all other persons on which war- 
rants are issiied must aliege that the facts 
are within the personal knowledge of the 
affant. Success in dealing with the moon- 
shiners depends greatly on the quickness of 


the movements of the officers of the law. By. 


the new preliminary requirements for the 
issue of warrants much time will often be 
wasted in hunting upa particular officer to 
swear to the complaint, and in the meantime 
the offenders will be out of reach. 

(4) Assuming that one has been caught and 
convicted the Mills bill opens the door for 
easy escape. Under the present law there 
is a minimum penalty below which the Judge 
cannot go in case of conviction. The bill re- 
péals that provision, so that if the Judge 
pleases he may fix the fine at six cents and 
lot the criminal go back to his still. Judges 
are mortal, and when they see public senti- 
ment and the law alike favorable to whisky 
thieves they will not make it hard for those 
on whom they have to sit in judgment. 

(5) But if any Judge should give a heavy 
dose toa moonshiner the bill provides that 


the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, Who 


is amenable to local political influences, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, May compromise any civil or criminal 
case and remit all fines and penalties. 

(6) This seems to cover the ground pretty 
thoroughly, but this remarkable Mills bill 
goes even farther. By the present law all 
stills, worms, etc., used for iilicit distilling 
are destroyed when seized, when their use 
as evidence is over. They are smashed up 
and sold for old copper. But the Mills bill 
says that shall not be done, but that such 
property shall be sold as provided by lew, 
“but without being mutilated or destroyed.” 
That saves the moonshiner much trouble. 
He no longer has to go to the expense and 
delay of having a new still made. He goes 


to the Government auction and for a few 


nickels bids in his old one, which has been 
kindly stored for him, and in a day or so is 
back at his Democratic task of making free 
whisky. Can anything be more considerate?

At the time this letter is dated Mr. Conk- 
ling and Mr. Blaine were already involved 
in a heated controversyon the floor of the 
‘House. The quarrel took its rise in a discus- 
sion of Crandall’s performances and the 
propriety of his suspension from office.

The letter refersto un- 
verified and false rumors that Blaine had 
“grown suddenly rich out of Government 
jobs,” and that “he was too near the busi- 
ness of recruiting at Augusta.“ Enlarging 
garrulously on these allusions and professing 
to quote what Conkiing toid nim in versa- 
tion, Crandall (whose personal culties 
touching bonds and money still rankle in 
memory) charges that out of 866,000 men 
to whom bounties were paid scarcely 
200,000 ever wentto service and somebody 
stole the [bounty] money.“ The preposter- 
ous assertion that three-fourths of all the 
volunteers receiving bounties and sworn 
into the United States service never saw 
service hardly merits attention, but if old 
man Crandail’s memory was worth anything 
he would hardly now be using Conkling’s 
authority to charge Blaine and Fry with the 
frauds perpetrated _ by  bounty-jumpers 
throughout the Union. He ought to know 
something about these frauds from his own 
unfortunate experience. An official report of 
Inspector General Ludington under date of 
March 31, 1865, said: 

In all 468 were mustered in by Cant. Crandall 
of whom Maj. Haddock. Acting Assistant Pro- 
vost Marshal General, Western Division, New 


York, reports that 55 per cent deserted before 
starting to the field. ” 


This is how the frauds were perpetrated. 
A district had to furnish its quota of men by 
turning them over to the enrolling officers 
after they had passed the surgeon’s examina- 
tion. Bounties were not paid until the men 
were actually enlisted, and the only manner 
in which the.Government could be defrauded 
was by the desertion of the men themselves. 
Thus, for instance, when Mr. Cieveland took 
his substitute to the recruiting office, had 
him examined and enrolled, and on produc- 
tion of his enlistment papers paid him his 
‘bounty, there was an end of the matter as far 
as the future President of the United States 
was concerned. When Mr. Cleveland sup- 
plied his man and he was accepted and put 
on the rolls it was the business of the army 
officers to see that the substitute did not de- 
sert. Accordingly it was an impossibility 
that any such traud as Crandall now im- 
pliedly and ridiculously charges against 
Blaine and Fry could have been perpetrated. 
When the Government lost the men to whom 
it was entitled the fraud was that of the de- 
serters and bounty-jumpérs themselves. In 
the nature of things it could not be other- 
wise. 

As Provost Marshal General Fry said 
ia one of his reports, “The frauds 
and malpractices which did occur were 
almost entirely in connection with local 
bounties which could not be controlled 
by the United States.” It was possible 
by misrepresentation to induce men to 
enlist for less than the local or State bounty. 
In such cases the Government secured its 
recruit and the State or district got its rep- 
resentative at the price it was willing to pay. 
The fraud was not against the Government, 
but against the man who enlisted and who 
was induced to give his services for less than 
the municipality had paid, while some bounty- 
broker or sharper pocketed the difference. 
Will any one pretend seriously to believe 
that Mr. Blaine was ever- a party to such 
three-card-monte trickery as that?

POSTMASTER JUDD’S RESIGNATION. 

At last the long expected change has come, 
and Postmaster Judd follows Superintendent 
Wilbanks aown and out of the Post-Office, his 
resignation having been asked for and ac- 
cepted. It goes without saying that the 
change will not occasion much surprise in 
this community or, meaning no disrespect to 
Mr. Judd, much regret, as be himself must 
have realized by this time that his physical 
disabilities incapacitated him from giving to 
the office that careful attention and super- 
vision which it deserves. Furthermore, he 
was not adapted to the position. It was out 
of his line of efficient effort. For these 
reasons his administration has resulted in a 
demoralized service which has been a hard- 
ship and annoyance to the million patrons of 
the office for several years.

Mr. Judd as to believe that the call for his 
resignation is intended as a reflection upon 
him for his indirect share in the “ assess- 
ment business’’ which was conducted for a 
time by his law partner. On the other hand, 
the President would cheerfully have con- 
doned his zeal in that direction and the Post- 
master General would have considered this 
partisan activity a cause for his retention, 
all other things being equal.

How far Gen. Newberry is 
qualified to take charge of the Post-Office 
and raise it out of a slough with green help 
remains to be seen.

Our Democratic friends did not know 
what else to do with it, and so they bave depos- 
ited it in certain National banks. The Govern- 
ment gets no interest upon it, but it is loaned 
out by the banks to our citizens at interest. Our 
income ig more than our current expenses. 
There is no authority for the Secretary of the 
Treasury to lend the money, and so only three 
methods of dealing with it presented themselves 
under the law. ret, to lock it up in the Treas- 
ury Vaults; second, to deposit it in the banks 
without interest; or third, to use it in the purchase 
of our bonds not yet due. The objection to the 
first method was t the withdrawal of so large 
a sum might result in a momentary stringency; 
the second obviated this objection by allowing 
the Danks to put the money in circulation; but 
neither method resulted in any advantage to the 
Government; as to it the money was dead; only 
the banks received interest for its use. By the 
third metnod the money would be returned to 
the channels of trade and the Government would 
make the difference between the premium paid 
for bond and the interest that the bonds 
would draw if left outstanding until they ma- 
tured. If a Government bond at the market pre- 
mium is a good investment for a capitalist who 
is free to use his money as he pleases, can it be 
bad financiering for the Government, having 
money that it cannot use in any other way, to 
use it in buying up ite bonds? It is not whether 
we shall purposely raise money to buy our bonds 
at a premium—no one would advise thut—but 
shall we so use a surplus that we have on hand 
ana cannot lewfully pay out in any other way? 
Do our Democratic friends propose to give the 
banks the free use of it until our bonds mature, 
or do they propose to reduce out annual income 
below our annual expenditure bya revision of 
the tariff until this surplus be used and then re- 
vise the tariff again to restore the equilibrium?

You are 
promised foreign made goods at low prices, and 
domestic competing goods, if they are made, at 
the same low rates. Butdo not forget that the 
spectre of lower Wages will also attend the feast. 
Inevitably, as certain as the night follows the 
day, the adoption of this policy means lower 
wages. Choose, then, but do not forget that this 
cheapening process may be pushed so far as to 
involve the cheapening of human life and the 
toss of human happiness.

Quincy, III., Sept. 21.—[Special.]—The mag- 
nificent weather of the last two weeks has placed 
corn beyond danger from frost, and farmers of 
this (Adams) county are assured of the largest 
corn crop harvested in years. The average yield 
for the county will be between sixty and seventy- 
five bushels per acre, though many fields will 
produce 100 bushels per acre. Fall plowing for

GALENA, III., Sept. 21.—[Special.]—Corn in Jo 
Daviess County is out of the reach of frost and 
will be an exeeptionally large crop.

interesting discourses in the sermonic section. 
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ular, shows the effect of this sympathetic stand- 
point. Everytning he approaches is changed 
with his desire to get at the soul of a scene, or a 
creature, a thought, or a poem.

In the work before us Mr. Lang's duty is that 
of the editor rather than che translator; yet his 
work is so clever that one detects it everywhere. 
There is a suspicion that the Herodotus who 
lived and wrote in Greece was born again in the 
sixteenth century, ie introduced tous in that 
phase of his existence as B. R.“ and now, in 
this nineteenth century, appears once more, the 
same identity, do undertake the loving task of 
representing his own words. 

This reprint is a pretty volume, and is prefaced 
by two delightful essays by Mr, Lang, the one 
on thé “ Religion of Herodotus,” the other on the 
“Good Faith of Herodotus.” The essays are 
written with a warmth and enthusiasm charac- 
terizing & deferise. The old prejudice against the 
historian as @ historian, and which has been late- 
ly revived, set in shape, and published in the form 
of an attack by Prot. Sayre, is met and combat- 
ed by Mr. Lang. He calls his Greek friend a 
“gentleman and a good man,” and says what 
pleasanter worthy than Herodotus, a writer 
more kindly, pious, and entertaining is not to be 
found in the greatest literature of the world.” 
The essay on religion is as good a bit of 
as one would choose. The position, Mr. Lang as- 
signs to Herodotus is the attitude of the sympa- 
thetic soul in all ages. He was drawn toward 
agnosticism, and he was drawn toward belief. 
His interests ran east and west; and, ashe 
watched the bitter strife of sects. he absorbed 
none of the intolerance, but much of the enthu- 
siasm of both. Lang calls him “ the most agnos- 
tio of religious, the most religious of agnostic 
men.“ 

B. R.,“ who Fuglished “Euterpe” three 
hundred years ago, is u racy, spirited, intelligent, 
familiar creature. His style is never heavy, 
often colloquial, with the colloquialisms of the 
sixteenth century. His ideas of English were 
never stilted, and Mr. Lang calis his pages “a 
treasury of old English slang. He is a born 
raconteur, and although he occasionally loses a 
certain dignity of cadence by his light, slight, 
brisk style, yet these are the qualities most to 
the point in telling a story. He gives us a clear 
idea of the people of his own day—their credulity, 
their habit of believing their own travelers’ tales 
and the marvels of all other travelers as weil. 
To the reading of Herodotus as Englished ” by 
B. R. they brought, it was evident, a lively inter- 
est and a lively faith, an attitude of mind appa- 
rently shared with the sixteenth century readers 
by this sixteenth century writer. A delicate 
sense of humor, that with the conceit of our own 
times suggests the American humor of today, is 
found in the story of Mycerinus and his trick to 
cheat the gods. This poor King was comdemned 
to die, although he Was faithful to the gods and 
his kingdom and was quite the best King they 
had known for some time, in spite of one or two 
charges made against him—cnarges too terrible 
to be thought of, and therefore denied and dis- 
missed di by Herodotus, after which denial 
he telis this tale: Having been told that he must 
die in six years Mycerinus bit upon a line of con- 
Cuct to cheat time ana the gods. B. R. tells the 

-tale spicily, yet simply, and with a degree of 
sympathy for the unhappy King underlying his 
sense ot the joke that brings the story home as 
true. 

“ Mycerinus hearing this round reply, and per- 
ceiving that his thread was almost spoon, set at 
revell, making great provision of lights and 
tapers, which at eventide he caused to be lighted, 
passing the nightin exceeding great mirth and 
princely banquetting, letting slip no time, where- 
in he either wandered not alongst the river and 
through the woods and groves of the country, or 
entertained the time in some pleasant devices, 
following all things that might either breede de- 
light, or busy pleasure, which things he did, to 
the end he might prove the prophecie false, and 
convince the god of a lie, making twelve years of 
— by spending the nights also as he did the 

ves. 

The sacred birds and beaste of Egypt are more 
interesting than Stonehenge, or a walk through 
the bench, or horse, or cattle shows. The trades- 
people, who go to Florida for alligator’s teeth 
and hide, should takea lesson from the trained 
crocodiles of Egypt. The manner of catching 
these crocodiles was much the same then as now. 
Little pigs were held on the bank and made to 
squeal to attract the crocodile. Today the yelps 
of a young dog are imitated for this purpose, 
The crocodiles in Thebes were “ trained up to 
hand and made tame, being in all poynts so gen- 
tle and tractable as a Gogge."’ These bizarre 
darlings used to wear earrings containing rare 
gems, which were attached by a chain to the fore- 
pawe.” Oats and dogs were among the sacred 
animals. When a cat died each member of the 
family shaved his eyebrows! Much more pict- 
uresque than these domestic animals were the 
tiny, venomous winged serpents, adorned each 
With a pair of horns on top of the head. These 
winged creatures endeavor each year to y from 
Arabia to Egypt, but are met in a narrow valley 
by a bird called the ibis, a gold, red, and black 
heron-like creature, ‘who kills them all. None of 
them ever get over; and in this valley our worthy 
friend Herodotus tells us he has seen piles and 
mounds of white spinal columns, all that is left 
of these serpents. This is a story to rival the 
tale of the Mongoose. Even Herodotus, however, 
hunts with one creature, whose reputed habits 
he doubts, though with a historian’s sense of 
duty, he repeats the accounts of this wonderful 
fowl, while he gravely shakes his head at the 
assertions. There is no trouble in accepting the 
little carts that are saddled to some of the 
sacred animals in order to hold up their tails 
and preserve them from injury, but it is hard to 
grasp the funeral arrangements as laid out once 
in every 500 years by the son phoenix for the 
father phoenix, just departed this life. It is the 
sad duty of ths young bird to embaim and carry 
his father’s body for burial to the temple of the 
sun. The mode of burial is peculiar, a combina- 
tion ot the extremely poetic, Mpremely prac- 
tical suggestions ot Eastern tales. The fantastic 
customs of these Orientals, the blazing word- 
pictures, rivet your attention. It seems impossible 
and absurd that fable, legend, nonsense, can be 
converted through the medium of this narrator’s 
mind, with a strong semblance of reality. But 
itis. The fairy-tale atmosphere seems as true 
as the air you breathe. The Arabian Nights or 
Rider Haggard are no more truthful to you than 
this burial of the phon by the Phos- 
nix. With the scientific interest belong- 
ing to a new discovery ou approach 
this subject, anxious for the details, which Herod- 
otus gravely supplied you with. The living 
phoenix summoned from Arabia by the death 
of his 500-year-old father rolls a great egg or 
ball of myrrh, in which he hollows out a last rest- 
ing place for the dead pheonix. Having placed 
the body in this ‘hollow, the hole is again filled 
Up with myrrh, and the solitary mourner, in the
